We rank theſe in the firſt place,not only in 
regard they owe Obedience to the Scepter ot 
our Gracions Soverergn;but alſo toi that Either

Great Britain, contains England, Scot- 
land, and Waler, making the mot} famous 
Mand inthe whole World. It wa axnlently 
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Of EUROPE, 3: 
called Alb;on, ab Alb Rupibues, from the 
white Rocks appearing on the South Coaſt 
towards France, from whence it was firſt dif- 
covered. Afterwards Brita, ſome fay 
from Brwutw of the Trojan Kace, who firit 
ſettled a Government bere ; or, as othe's will 
have it, from the Greek Word Pruranis, ig- 
nifying Metals, becauſe of the great quanti- 
ty of Braſs, Tinn, Lead, Iron, Ur. that is 
tound here.

The Kingdom of France is for one intire 
thing. one of the mot rich and abſolute Mo- 
narchies of the Worid,being in Figure almoſta 
$q lare,cach de containing about 600 miles 4

Germaxy, on the Norih-welt waſht with the 
Britih Ocean,on the Welt with the Aqnitanm 
Sea , on the South, the Pyreneas Mountains 
fence it from Spam; towards the Eaſt, it 
ex; ends to the Mediterranean and tull Eaft 
the A'ps divide it from Italy. 

It aboundeth with all manner of good.

with Corn and Wine, good Horſes, plenty of 
Mines, and ſtore ot Salt and Fith. The Dakes 
Revenue was formerly compurcd at 9£00v0 
Crowns per Annum ; and they were wont to 
gi e for their Neviſe, an Armed Arm comin 
as it were trom Heaven, and graſping a model 
Sword, to ſhew that they were abſolute Prin- 
ces, holding their Eſtate by no othe: Tenure, 
than from God and the Sword. But the 
Fremch have likewiſe not long fince violently 
overrun this Country, and the preſent Duke 
Commands the Emperors Forccs, hariog 
married the Queen Dowager of Poland.

This was antiently the Granary of the 
world, and ſtill yields plenty of Sugar, Flax, 
Rice, ail ſorts of Grain, Fine Linnen, Salt, 
Caſla, Ge. This wonrous fertility pro- 
ceeds from the famous River Ni/us, which 
from the 15th of Fuze, overflows all the 
Country for the ſpace of forty days, and 
then drains up its Waters again : during 
which Inunlation, they ſecure their Cattel 
on Hills and Villages, which are all built on 
the highelt ground, and in the mean time 
Boats lupply the places of Horſes and Ca- 
mels for commerce. 

The chief City is Alexandria, a free Port, 
heretofore much more emin-nt for Trade 

than now. 

There is likewiſe Gran Cairo, a City of 
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a marvellous {trength, eight miles in com” 
paſs. and very populous; 'tis the greateſt 
Market for Sattins, Damasks and Tafeta's 
in the world, but the main Commodities,as 
precious Stones, Spices, dian Stuffs, Gums, 
Perfumes, Amber, Tc. are brought hither 
overland by Caravans. Four miles from 
hence are the ruins of thoſe Pyramids which 
Antiquity celrbrated as one of the worlds 
wonders. 

The Xed-ſez waſhing this Country on the 
Eaff, is localled from the colour of its Sand, 
and is in length 1600 miles. The old Cities 
Thebes and Memphis are now known only in 
their ruins; the Turks are Lords here, and 
thePeople generally Slaves and treacherous, 

To this Country the world owes a great 
part of myſterious Learning, or rather is 
bound to blame them for ſpoiling natural 
Philoſophy with a mixture of ridiculous Ma+ 
gick and ſuperſtitious vanities j whence our 
Vagabond Fortune-tellers to this day take 
upon themſelves the Title of Egyptians or 
Gypfoes.

rendring the name of Chriſtanity which 
they pretended to teach them, odions to 
thele poor Heathen bp their croeſnes. 

The City Mexico is the feat of an Arch» 
biſhop and the Spaniſh Vice-Roy , 'tis in com» 
paſs f(x miles, and contains 6co Houſes of 
Spaniards, and as many of Madians © there is 
an Univerſity, a —_— and Mint; 
the People are witty and intuftrious, good 
handv-crafts-men, and Rich Merchants. 

Frcutan is yoo miles m circuit, being a 
Penin/uls fituate over againit the Te Cade ; 
the chief City is Grue:tmals , over againſt 
which lies the Uland of Sanz Cruze. 
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Teruzns, the other or Southern part of A- 
meric:, contains Cafella Anrer, Curling, Pe+ 
ra, Frafile and Chile, 'tisin compats 19000 
mites, and conſequently bigger than the 0- 
ther which is computed but x30co. It con- 
tains (everal Provinces, as

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1. Caftella Aures, ſo called fromits abu 
dance of Gol4, is admirably ffored with 
Mines, $pices, Pearls and Medicinal Herbs 

2. Caftella del oro, in which is Nombre & 
dios and Paxams, two Towns through which 
paſſes all the Traffick between Spain and Pe 
rs, for whatever comes from Pery , is ut 
laden at Panama, carried by Land to New 
bre de dios, and there ſhipt for Spais, and 
lo on the contrary for what is to goto 
Peru. 

3- New Granads , ſituate on the Soutd 
ſide, a Country very ſtrong by its natural 
Fortihcations of valt ſtony Rocks, yet it has 
many delicate Vallies which yield much 
Fruit, and ſome Mines of Gold and Silver, 
but not in any great quantity. 

Cortagens, hath a fruitful Soil and great 
Riches, the Metropolis hereof Sir Francs 
Drake (urprized in the year 15$5 ; and be- 
hides ineltimable Summs of Money and 
Plate, took away with him from thence 249 
pieces of Ordnance. 

 Guiznzs hath on the Eft and South the valt 
_ E Amazons, and on the North the 

at River Orenoque, navigable with Shi 
of Burthen 1009 miles togntder, and with 
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Roats and ſmall Pinaces almoſt 2000. Yet 
that of the Amazons is greater ſtill, being 
navigable Sooo miles, and towards the Sea 
is {aid to be 200 miles broad ; this Coun» 
try is ſituate under the Equinox, and the 
People in the winter dwell in Trees, for 
fear of being drown'd in the uſual ex» 
= Floods occahon'd by the frequent 
ins. 

Peru hath on the Ex, the Mountains , 
on the Weſt Del Zur, or the Pacifique Sea , 
ſo call'd becauſe it has no Flux or Reflux ; 
the Soil is luxuriant in all manner of Grain, 
Fortunate in the civility of its Inhabitants, 
frequency of Cities and ſalubrity of Air ; 
aboundant in Gold and Silver above any 0+ 
ther in America. The chief Cities are Saint 
Michaels, and Arequip4, htuate on the Ri- 
ver of Plate, which 1s 200 miles long and 
150 miles broad at the Mouth ; the King of 
this Ceuntrey named 4tabalips, being over- 
come by the Spaniards , gave them for his 
ranſume an Houſe piled up full on all fides 
with refined Gold and Silver, being in eſti- 
mation above ten Millions ; which when 
they had received , they moſt perfidioully 


ſlew him. 
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And here 1 would mind the Reader,and 
the honour of our Exg/ib Nation, that eve 
ral of our Nation hath palt and repeſt the 
Siraights of Magelan into the South Seay « 
Mare Pacificum. 1.Sir Francis Drake, and'® 
the year 1669, Sir Fob & arbrrough welt 
thither with two Ships, the one calied tht 
Sweepſtakes z and the other the Buchec/ow, 
Captain, Humphrey Flemming ; both whath 
Ships proceeded tilt they came near the 
Siraights of Magelan, not far from Ki 
Fulisn ( which was the appoineex! place & 
meecing) acar which place, they lolt ones 
nother ; whereupon the latter returned 
heme, and the other preceeded on her Vo 
age in the Sourh Sen as far as Beidruis, and 
from thence returned ſafe to Englod, in the 
year 16%1. Some of our Eqglih men wader 
the commandof our Captain Sherp and Cap 
tain Qmgroſo,after great exploits again't the 
Spevwards oy ,<n the Sourh Sea, 
and cook ſome of their whips; and in one 
of them returned home with cunfiderable 
rxhes, and came about Torre tel , and 
went io far Southerly, as far as de» 
| ——_ Largnde, an ſo came to £xy- 
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
